3 Pierce fights for tax relief 
for homeowners, renters

State Rep. Daniel M. Pierce. Highland Park iDemc>crat. 
and chairman of the /Illinois House Revenue' Committee, is 
introducing a package of legislation to provide tax relief

During the 1978 legislatives session, a bill passed 
exempting the firstJS'1.500 of equalized assessed valuation. • 
but Pierce feels that this is not significant due to the sharp 
increases, in assessed valuations throughout the suburban 
area, especially in Lake County. 

~ rPierce therefore propdses that the 5h5G0 homestead 
exemption be increased to S5,000 for all homeowners 
whose assefssed valuation is increased by tax authorities.

This has caused school districts to maintain their high . 

tax rates, even as assessments are increased and their 

revenues from real estate taxes are increased. 

Pierce feels homeowners, who are required to pay 

higher taxes when assessments are increased, should 

receive lower .rates from'the, school districts-and that .the 

only way to achieve this is, to eliminate ihc .penalty against 

school districts in the form of reduction of state aid after 

assessments are increased. 

Pierce led the -fight against the proposed 29 percent 

multiplier that the LakeCounty Board of Review wanted to 

institute for 1978 taxes, payable in 1979, against real

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Many physicians who treat migraine agree thatjjher 
typical, migraine jprqnej^man: or. woman* *is' a rigid i* 
perfectionist who is extremely stressjoriehted and lives a • 
/high pressure' existence, f k 

Ironically; such a person often gets a migraine not when- 
the pressure is on but when it is off; During- the. week the ., 
man or woman may work long 'hours, get up early and go 
to bed late. Yet on Saturday or Sunday when it is possible . 
to get up' late and relax a migraine strikes. - I . 

. Physicians call this the "weekend migraine syndrome" 
and believe it is caused by a sudden change of pace. They . 
recommeTrd that people who fall into this pattern try to get 
up early on weekends to try .and "foil" the headache. 
' Even if you are not operat^g under an intense, work 
schedule, psychological stress can be a factor, in bringing 
on migraine, especially of you are not aware of the source 
of stress. For most people everyday life is filled with some 
degree of family, job or economic pressure. When the 
-pressure builds up. a migraine can result. Anxiety about 
getting a migraine can itself trigger a migraine. >-. • 

It should be pointed out of course, that not all intense, 
■hard working people are vunerabie to migraine, nor are 
easy going types immune. 

.*■ 

THE ROLE OF DIET; Prolonged fasting or .even missing 
a meal .'can produce "migraine in susceptible people. In 
addition certain foods and food additives contain chemicals 
that can precipitate a migraine attack. Amino "acids in 
chicken liver, ripe or aged cheese, citrus fruits and red 
wine, for example, have been' singled out as possible 
migraine triggering agents. So have nitrate and nitrite 
compodnds used to color and cure such foods as bologna, 
salami, bacon and frankfurters. Monosodium glutamate 
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work overtime in 
miserable weather 
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consumed in, large quantities, but decaffinated types are 
safe. Some people "are sensitive to odors and find that the 
smells of some perfumes, foods or other substances will 
trigger a migraine. r ; 

' HORMONAL CHANGES: In some ..women migraine 
attacks may be especially sever during puberty, menstrua- 
tion. Ovulation [which occurs . about midway -between 
periods], pregnancy menopause. These are times when 
hormonal changes are taking place-in the body. Estrogens 
contained in birth control pills and medication used to 
relieve menopausal symptoms may influence -the' occur- 
ence of migraine. Certainly- if your headache becomes 
more severe when taking medication you should let your 
physician know. • \ / 

MEDICAL TREATMENT: Migraine treatment has two 
primary objectives - to relieve the pain during an acute 
attack and ^ to preventfuturie attacks if-possible or redue'e- 
their frequency.
